SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  School  Board  of  Dalton : 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  the  following  report  rela- 
tive to  your  schools. 

The  financial  report  for  the  school  year  closing 
June  30  showed  a  balance  of  $107.48.  The  budget 
presented  to  the  district  meeting  last  March  showed 
a  total  of  $10,939.00  required  for  this  year's  needs. 
The  estimated  receipts  were  $10,633.00  provided  the 
amount  of  $6,500.00  Avere  appropriated  by  the  dis- 
trict. 

When  school  began  in  September  the  crowded 
conditions  at  No.  1  demanded  alterations  that  proved 
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expensive.  Nearly  $1,200  was  spent  in  enlarging  one 
of  the  rooms,  installing  septic  toilets  and  improving 
the  foundation  of  the  entire  building.  The  budget 
required  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  in  October 
showed  a  total  need  of  $12,399.00.  To  meet  this  need 
you  were  able  to  show  estimated  receipts  of  only  $10,- 
574.00.  The  estimate  included  a  rebate  of  $500.00 
from  Plymouth  Teachers  College.  Since  that  date 
the  report  of  last  year's  operation  of  the  high  school 
by  the  Teachers  College  shows  a  rebate  of  only  $90.00, 
This  reduces  the  estimated  receipts  to  $10,164.00.  The 
difference  between  estimated  expenditures  and  re- 
ceipts for  this  year  is  $2,235.00. 

The  Commissioner  of  Education  has  recommend- 
ed that  a  special  appropriation  be  made  at  the  district 
meeting  to  take  care  of  this  deficit.  The  school  board 
may  be  authorized  to  give  the  notes  of  the  district  to 
pay  this  sum  over  a  period  of  several  years  if  the  vot- 
ers consider  that  the  best  procedure. 

The  budget  you  have  approved  for  next  year  has 
a  total  of  $10,785.00.  If  your  state  aid  next  year  is  as 
much  as  $3,800.00,  and  your  rebate  from  Plymouth 
Teachers  College  $300.00,  and  the  dog  tax  $100.00, 
the  total  receipts  from  sources  other  than  taxation 
will  be  $4,200.00.  An  appropriation  of  $6,500.00 
would  about  balance  the  budget.  That  is  the  same 
amount  the  district  raised  last  year. 

With  that  demand  for  next  year's  budget  and 
with  the  necessary  appropriation  to  care  for  the  de- 
ficit of  this  year,  extensive  building  improvements 
have  not  been  considered.  Only  the  amount  that 
the  State  Board  of  Education  will  approve  in  full 
for  repairs  has  been  listed  in  the  budget.  All  other 
items  of  the  budget  for  which  the  State  Board  grants 
aid  to  the  district  have  likewise  been  kept  within  the 
recognized  limits  of  approval. 
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In  considering  school  costs  over  a  period  of  ten 
years  I  find  that  the  greatest  increase  to  the  district 
has  been  in  high  school  tuition.  The  average  cost  dur- 
ing the  past  eleven  years  has  been  $1,770.00.  The 
average  for  the  past  three  years  has  been  $2,643.00. 
The  cost  last  year  was  $2,989.00.  Thus,  your  payment 
for  high  school  tuition  last  year  was  $1,219.00  more 
than  the  average  cost  for  the  past  eleven  years. 

The  amount  of  state  aid  received  this  year  is 
about  the  same  as  received  ten  years  ago.  All  of  the 
years  between  that  amount  has  been  larger.  Its 
variation  depends  upon  several  factors :  the  amount 
approved  for  the  operation  of  elementary  schools,  the 
amount  of  the  $5.00  tax,  the  amount  of  deduction  for 
tuition  received,  and  for  adjustment  of  credit  due  the 
state,  and  for  correction  because  of  lack  of  funds  ap- 
propriated by  the  sjtate.  The  maximum  amount  that 
can  be  approved  for  each  item  of  the  budget  is  the 
average  expenditure  by  the  school  districts  of  the 
state  the  previous  year  for  that  item.  The  $5.00  tax 
on  the  equalized  valuation  is  the  required  tax  on  the 
school  district.  The  equalization  law  was  passed  with 
the  intent  that  the  state  would  pay  the  difference  be- 
tween the  amount  approved  and  the  $5.00  tax.  Any 
tuition  paid  to  the  distriot  is  deducted  from  this 
amount.  The  approved  amounts  are  fixed  during  a 
s^chool  year  (in  January  or  February).  If  the 'finan- 
cial report  made  at  the  close  of  the  school  year  shows 
that  not  all  of  the  approved  amounts  have  been  ex- 
pended, the  difference  is  considered  a  credit  to  the 
state  and  is  deducted  from  the  next  year's  approved 
amount.  For  the  past  five  years  a  special  deduction 
has  been  necessary  because  the  legislature  has  failed 
to  appropriate  enough  money  to  meet  the  demands  of 
the  law. 

The  following  comparable  figures  may  help  ex- 
plain the  state  aid  Dalton  receives.

The  program  of  studies  in  the  high  school  is  the 
same  as  last  year.  This  program  includes  four  years 
in  home  economics  subjects,  four  years  in  commercial 
subjects,  and  two  years  in  woodworking.  A  graduate 
teacher  has  been  employed  for  the  woodworking  each 
year.  AVhether  it  will  be  possible  to  secure  either 
graduate  or  cadet  for  this  work  next  year  cannot  be 
determined  now.  Because  of  the  lack  of  student 
teachers  it  has  been  necessary  to  employ  one  other 
graduate  teacher  in  the  high  school  this  year. 

The  high  school  agent  of  the  State  Board  of  Edu- 
cation has  questioned  the  advisability  of  offering 
four  years  of  subject  matter  in  the  commercial  field. 
Not  many  of  the  high  school  graduates  have  secured 
office  positions.  You  have  deemed  the  continuance  of 
these  subjects  advisable  in  past  years.  With  the  pres- 
ent demand  for  office  employees  it  would  seem  that 
some  of  the  graduates  might  profit  from  four  years 
study  of  commercial  subjects.  The  argument  for 
continuing  the  commercial  work  is  stronger  now  than 
it  has  been.  Cadets  have  been  available  for  these 
subjects  this  year.  In  this  field  also  the  Plymouth 
Teachers  College  is  not  sure  of  being  able  to  furnish 
a  cadet  next  year.  The  demands  of  business  have  tak- 
en many  teachers  from  the  departments  of  commerce 
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and  mechanic  arts.  Probably  if  any  graduate  teach- 
ers need  be  employed  next  year  it  will  be  in  these 
departments. 

The  shortage  of  student  teachers  has  been  more 
marked  at  the  teacher  colleges  during  the  past  few 
years  than  formerly.  During  these  years  the  larger 
enrollment  of  puplis  at  the  practice  schools  in  Dal- 
ton,  Orford,  Hampstead,  Hancock  has  increased  the 
demand  for  teachers.  The  necessity  of  employing 
graduates  has,  of  course,  increased  the  cost  of  opera- 
tion of  the  school.  Quite  a  saving  may  be  affected  if 
tlie  Teachers  Colleges  are  able  to  furnish  students  for 
all  of  the  instruction  next  year. 

The  high  school  enrollment  this  year  is  the  larg- 
est since  the  organization  of  the  school.  The  morale 
of  the  school  is  excellent.  Miss  Taylor  has  succeeded 
in  developing  a  good  spirit  of  work  among  the 
pupils.  The  enrollment  next  year  will  be  slightly 
smaller  in  the  senior  high  school  but  about  the  same 
in  the  junior  high  grades. 

In  the  elementary  schools  you  have  two  new 
teachers  this  year — Miss  Doris  Forbes  and  Miss  Fran- 
ces George  at  No.  1.  Both  of  these  teachers  are  do- 
ing good  work.  Mrs.  Newman  is  continuing  her  ex- 
cellent work  of  last  year  at  the  Union  School. 

The  report  of  the  school  nurse  for  last  year  shows 
the  following :

All  pupils  were  reported  vaccinated  but  one  and 
that  one  was  excused  by  a  physician. 
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An  audiometer  provided  by  the  State  Board  of 
Elducation  was  used  in  testing  hearing. 

Mrs.  Spaulding  reported  that  she  made  many 
iiome  calls  during  the  epidemic  of  colds  last  winter. 
She  also  made  calls  relative  to  the  tonsil  clinic  and 
took  the  children  to  the  physicians  for  eye  examina- 
tions and  for  teeth  corrections.  She  has  kept  weight 
charts  in  the  different  schools  and  has  kept  careful 
watch  of  the  health  of  your  pupils. 

The  statistical  report  shows  154  pupils  registered 
in  your  schools  last  year.     The    average    membership 
was  136  and  the  average  attendance  was  130.    The  at- 
tendance record  was  the  best  for  several  years.
